An innovation on the Cabinet, is 
the post of Director of Applications.

Arts and Science Course Changes 

The change of course period for the second terin will extend 
from January.9 to Janifary 14. 

During.this period, students in th^Faculty of Arts and Science 
may ch9nge their registration In :ae«ohd^ term courses only, so that 
they may drop a second tehn course- for which they regislered 
originally and replacfe it >vith another second term cburie. 

V In order to be. properly registered, the students must effect this 
change by completing the official "change of course" from availa- 
ble in^ the Assistant Dean's office. These forms (three in number) 
must; be completed and turned in by the student who should call 
back in one week Jo, receive his copy which wUl I^e signed it the 
change is approved. Merely turning in: the forms does not constitud 
authority for tlie change and it Is the student's responsibiUfy to 
ascertain that the change has been approved.- 

Positively no changes will be considered after this deadline 
date of January 14. / 
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Thoughts On Cuba 

Premier Fidel CasUo's conviction tliat a "Yanqiii" 
invasion of Cuba i.s imminent, a.side from rai.sing 
grave doubts as to his sanity, opens the door to a ple- 
thora of other explanations. Sure, it's easy enough to 
say Castro's crazy, and then claim this explains his 
apparently ludicrous fears. But other, and more pro- 
found, analy.ses are possible. . • • - 

Perhaps the most interesting of these is tliat he 
will in the near future try American patience even 
more than he already has. lie may be on the brink 
(with apologies to the late John Foster Dulles) of pro- 
voking the United States into military action against , 
his i.sland republic. Thwe are many avenues of pro- 
vocation open to him. ' 

One enticing opportunity is a Cuban attempt to 
take over the U.S. Navy'.s $70 million in.stallation at 
Guantanamo Bay. The United SUites cannot he indif- 
ferent to a Communist military beachhead and it 
would be necessary to repel any move by force against 
the base. Any such Cuban aggre.s3ion and consequent 
American resistance would tip the fat into the fire 
— a bru.sh-fire war. And imaj,n'ne Uncle Sam's Ma- 
rines tanj,'ling with Ca.stro's female militia unit in 
such an outburst. 

These ominous thoughts are tempered only by 
the growing opposition to Castro's regime in Cuba it- 
self. Of paramount importance to the United States 
and its democratic allies is the unhindered growth of 
this opposition. All future dealings with Castro by 
Americans or Canadians must be conducted with ex- 
treme delicacy. For if Castro is not crazy — and he 
is instead step by step implementing the menacing 

Slot of a Kremlin directive — all po.ssible care must 
e exercized to avoid affording him any trace of a 
motive. 

'/ We hope the new Kennedy ^administration, will 
work in close co-operation with C^^dSil^iird' with the 
Latin Americfan countries in deciding future Cuban 
policy. 

Post -Mortem On Auctions 

One event which transpired duiing the Christmas 
vacation and which received singularly little note in the 
Montreal press was especially pleasing to us. We 
refer, of course, to the disappearance «of the mock- 
auction parlors from bustling St. Catherine St. West. ' 

Indeed, we could not help smiling one day prior to 
Christmas when, we looked into. one of the long, nairpw. 
stores and saw Santa Clàus'' laughing it up arounii a 
stack of toys. No longer are tourists and shoppers 
lured from the sidewalk by spellers raspinfr into a 
microphone. No longer do unsuspecting citizens arrive 
home with shopping bags full of goods they dop't. 
need and never intended to purchase. 

It is a pity that this happy riddance took a year 
and a half to transpii-c.' During this period of time 
repeated representations were made to city police and 
members of ex-Mayor Sarto Fournier's administration 
to have the auctioneers run out of town. These repre- 
sentations all found their way into a file labelled un- 
finislied business. This is a fate which befell more 
than one imporUuit civic i.ssue during the past two 
years. 

When the action-minded Civic Party under Mayor 
Drapeau, and Executive Committee Chairman Lucien 
■ Saulnier moved into the Champs de Mars establish- 
ment the "unfinished" files were dusted off. ,In less 
than three nionths a remarkable number of these files . 
have been closed. " ' 

Indeed Drapeau and company have shown ever.v 
indication Ihfvt they meant. what they said in the fall. 
. mùnicipal. election campaign. Many long-ignored 
problems ar« beisf examined and -measures are being 
taken to^solvef them. We feel that this energetic adini- 
nistration will do much for Montrai before its curreht 
mandaté expires. The closing of the auctions- is but 
one illustration, of their desire and ability to take the 
bull by the horns. • 



An International 

House for McGill

A belated but nevertheless 
progressive movement has 
slarlcd lip at McGill with the 
formation 'of an International 
Club. ■ 

But now that International- 
ism, as such, has an organiz- 
ation with apparent university 
backing, let us be opportunists 
and seek new goals for this 
movement , . 

It is herein suggested that an 
Intefnational House be estab- 
lished at McGill. 

^It is assumed that at various 
limes over the'years, both the 
university officials and. student 
groups have mulled over the 
notion of an International House . 
for McGill — but the fact still 
remains there is no such insti- 
tution. 

McGill is the most cosmopol- 
itan university in Canada and 
rates high among the most 
cosmopolitan in the world. Yet 
there Is no official "House" 
wherein these hundreds of stu- 
dents from dozens of countries 
may conKrcfatc informally in 
a true spirit of International- 
ism. 

McGill is surrounded by 
many fraternities, an S.C.M. 
centre, Newman lloii.sc and 
Ilillcl House — all of , which arc 
necessary and worthwhile in, 
meeting their specific ubjcc- 
lives. But each of these 
"Houses" cater lo select groups 
and nowhere at .McGill is there 
a "House" whose prime motive 
for existence is cxpressedly 
that many students, represent- 
ing many nations with diverse 
cultures and different philos- 
ophies may have a place to 
congregate frequently, thus 
fostering a constant exchange 
of ideas and cultivating -a spirit 
of internationalism. 

If an International House 
were to be established at Mc- 
Gill it would give the native 
Canadian students à chance to 
reap the benefits of this cosmo- 
politan university by there be- 
ing a set place to meet and 
confer with foreign students; ' 

To purchase and set up an 
International House at McGilJ 
will take Uhie-^nd.mpoey. How- 

' ever, with an expressed piu-pose 
and a well-organized founding 
committee, McGIU'r Internatio- 
nal House could well be within 

. our grasp.

Liberals Take Canadian 
Campus Elections 5 To 0 

OTTAWA (CUP) — Jan. 9 — Student Liberals bent 
on contintitng last year's performance of taking seats from 
the Con.servatives have won all five model parliament 
elections held so far, three of which have been marred by 
irregularities. 



They won aC Memorial in St. 
John's and knocked out a PC 
government at .McGill. At West- 
vm they won in a traditional Tory 
stronghold, the victory at Manito- 
ba was a repeat performance, and 
in Saskatchewan they took the 
govcrriment from a refofm party. 

They PC's fortunes which were 
on tile upswing prior to the elec*' 
.tion of the first Dicfcnbakcr go- 
vernment dropped last year as 
Ihe lJbcr.ils swept up five of the 
ci(;l)l .seals dropped by. the Con- 
servatives, taking seven victories 
to their five. 

IRREGULARITIES 
Ilovittvcr, a series of irjcgula- 
rities and student apathy this 
year overshadowed what in some 
cases might have been a Conser- 
vative victory. Political tenden- 
cies were, hardest to determine 
-at McGiir where 40 per cent of 
the ballots (720 votes) were de- 
clared void. 

Although ballot boxes were 
stolen at Western the Liberals 
received 6S7 votes to 550 for 
the PC's and 138 for the CCF. 
Only 41 per cent of the ttudcot 
voted compared to 46 per cent 
last year. 

At Manitoba 200 potes cast by 
the Faculty, ot Aceountifliey. were 
disqiialified because the faculty's 
junior student council representa- 
tive forgot to lock the ballot box,- 
and to strike the names of those 
who had voted from the voters 
list. The 450 eligible votes might 
have given the Tories a minority 
government 

50. P.C. VOTED. 

Only one-half the eligible voters 
cast ballots giye the 'Liberals 
1.315 votes, the PC's 998, the 
CCF-New Parly 523 and the Com- 
jiiunisls 00. The Liberals took 27 
of the 60 seats fn the parliament, 
exactly the same number won by 
the Conservatives last year. 

The 'Manitoba Liberal leader 
said that he* would "like to think 
that the vote' reflected a concern 



for the Liberal platform and a 
rejection of the Conservative idea- 
lism." The Conservative leader 
said he was surprised at the re- 
sults, "I think that ours were 
the most imaginative and conse- 
tructivc proposals possible." 

In Saskatchewan the Liberals 
took 23 of the 55. seats, Ihe CCF 
19, the PC's 11 and the Commu- 
nists two. As yet no standing are 
in from Memorial. , 

The next election will be held 
at Toronto Dec 0 where the CCF 
is now in power.
